Almost all non-publicly-own- 
ed land to the east of the Sky- 
line boulevard is either devel- 
oped or in the path of develop- 
ment; Division of Highways 
officials are talking in terms 
of converting the boulevard 
into a “parkway”; incorpora- 
tions and developments are 
foreseen for the coastside also. 

Closer to home, the resi- 
dents of Portola Valley last 
week got letters calling them 
to a meeting at which incorpo- 
ration would be discussed; the 
letter noted that population 
growth in the valley is inevit- 
able and that only a munici- 
pality can police regulations 
aimed at preserving the gen- 
erally spacious atmosphere of 
that area. 

The feeling appears to be 
general — and _ apparently 
well-justified — that the 
county government cannot 
slow down development. 

Not only that, since the 
county’s zoning regulations 
have land use minimums 
which are lower than those 
those of most cities, the pos- 
sibility exists that land in 
the unincorporated county 
area can be developed be- 
yond a limit of reasonable 
congestion, whereas most 
municipalities attempt to 
maintain limits in keeping 
with local impressions of 
what “land use minimums” 
should consist of. 

Thus, Atherton holds with a 
one-acre minimum and Wood- 
side maintains a_ three-acre 
lot size; neither of these would 
be possible if the communities 
remained unincorporated. 

Even Menlo Park, which 
maintains a 7000-square-foot 
minimum lot size for single- 
family residential zones, is 
well above the county mini- 
mum of 5000 square feet for 
such housing sites. 

Of course, whether any city 
or county official wants to see 
land development slowed is 
rather a moot point. Taxes 
are raised on the basis of prop- 
erty values and naturally, the 
more intensive the develop- 
ment, the greater the revenue 
to be derived from it. 

On the other hand, most of- 
ficials realize that the general 
physical character of the Pe- 
ninsula is one of its major 
“selling points.” People have- 
nt moved here because they 
wanted to live in an asphalt 
jungle; they moved here be- 
cause they liked to see hills 
outside of one window, a bay 
out of another, and a geog- 
raphy which confounded all 
those who would build cheek- 
by-jowl tenements along 
roadways laid out along sec- 
tion-lines. 

People still move to Pe- 
ninsula for this reason but 
nowadays, they also come 
because of the area’s ex- 
panding economy. An ex- 
panding economy is an econ- 
omy of opportunity. 
The result is that the 
ninsula’s population is grow- 
ing at an ever-increasing rate; 
naturally, the new residents 
expect to find housing. The

As expected, practically no 
one is pleased with County 
Manager E. R. Stallings’ plan 
for a motor pool and to cut out 
all unnecessary use of county- 
owned vehicles at nights and 
on weekends. It’s the same old 
saying, “It’s OK for the other 
fellow but not for me.” 

More than one department 
head has protested, particular- 
ly the probation department, 
which now supplies a car full 
time to almost every officer. 
Another protest is that a coun- 
ty-owned car that bears the of- 
ficial decal makes it embaras- 
sing for a probation officer to 
go to a plant or a home to 
check up on a person. 


We’!l grant that some coun- 
ty officials do need cars with- 
out the county emblem to car- 
ry on their work but any 
wholesale use of such cars is 
sure to raise an even greater 
fuss than the system now in ef- 
fect. 


Taxpayers don’t like it a 
bit when they drive down to 
the postoffice on Sunday, or 
stop at 2 market in the eve- 
ning or on Sunday to see a 
county car loaded with the 
family. 

There will always be abuses 
of any plan that is put into ef- 
fect, but the board of supervi- 
sors muct accept some program 
that will get rid of the chisel- 
ers. 

A lot of people have been 
driving county cars to and 
from home every day and us- 
ing thém after working hours 
for their own purpose when 
actually they should not need a 
county car at all in their jobs. 

Stallings’ plan would be to 
assign ALL cars to a motor 
pool and they would be reas- 
signed by department heads. 
Any permanent assignment of 
a car to an employee on an 
around-the-clock basis would 
have to have the manager’s ap- 
proval. 

Employees serving in an 
“on call” capacity during 
other than normal working 
hours, who must actually re- 
spond to calls by traveling to 
the site of an emergency 
with a demonstrated fre- 
quency of at least 15 times 
annually and who must have 
immediately available for 
use at such times equipment 
which cannot reasonably be 
installed or transported in a 
private conveyance would 
come under the classifica- 
tion of a permanent assign- 
ment, 


Others who need cars assign- 
ed or equipped especially for 
their jobs also would fall in 
this classification. 


The supervisors want time 
to study the manager’s propo- 
sal and you can bet the “heat”
